Loving the Souls of Men. 

It is one thing to know and feel the 
truth respecting man’s condition as a sinner, 
and another thing to love the souls of men 
as actually in that condition. 
and not dry and hard Orthodoxy alone, but 
clear, appreciative belief in the truth, may 
exist with but little love of men. Nay, 
we may love man, mankind ; desire fer- 
vently its salvation, but living men and wo- 
men and children may pass our streets, and 
even live in our houses, and we shall not 
yearn after their personal salvation. The 
mind sees the ideal value of salvation, but 
the heart is not affected with its practical 
value. 

Strong conviction of the truth may make 
the lips eloquent, and make even the tears 
flow in public speech or sermon, and yet 
there shall be no weeping, no earnest de- 
sire and longing for the repentance of any 
one person. You,will be lifted up with 
high thought and emotion, as you stand in 
the ‘pulpit; it might seem that your life 

was oné irrepressible craving for men’s sal- 
vation, but you shall go down and meet your 
. brother, your child, your dearest friend, and 
there shall not be seen any trace of the high 
emotion which was just now suffusing words 

d gestures, and the whole person. You 
shall sit and hear the solemn truths of the 
soul’s danger and the soul’s possible recov- 
ery, the theme shall touch your deepest 
emotions, and yet a moment after a living

you, and you will talk with him in that 
light interchange of smile and gesture and 
answer, which reveals no anxiety, no prayer, 
no love for the soul itself. : 
This points out one of the subtlest temp- 
tations and one of the most ruinous. We 
are persuaded that the great defect of our 


ministry and churches is that they do not | 
Jove ‘as they ought to love, the souls of men. 


There is not enough of personal solicitude 
and passion for the salvation of those next 
and near tous. There is none too much, 
it may be, of vivid realization of the truth ; 
but what we most need is to have St. Paul’s 
strong feeling for individual souls. “My 
heart’s desire and prayer to God for Israel 
is, that they might be saved. I have great 
heaviness and continued sorrow in my 
heart, for I could wish that myself were 
accursed from Christ for my brethren, my 
kinsmen according to the flesh. I am made 
all things to all men that I might by all 
means save some.” 

When the preacher glows with earnest 
speech for the salvation of men, when his 
tongue is eloquent in telling their danger, 
and their possible recovery, let him make 
sure that his feeling is not merely ideal, 
called out by some conception alone ; let 
him make it evident that he yearns over 
and lomgs for first those living persons, who 
are present before him. Philosophy may 
give the idea of humanity lost and a hu- 
manity saved, but religion gives us so many 
actual souls to love and to seck* to save ; 
and actual personal love for souls goes very 
far towards saving them.

Office Discourses,—No. 43. 


Introduction —There come times in al- 
most every life when a chasm opens at one’s 
feet. We must. go. down its steep side, or 
some bridge must carry us over it; we can 
not turn aside and pass around it. Wecan 
not ‘determine the question, which? It is 
with a Power above us to decide. We have 
no abilities adequate to the rearing of a struc- 
ture to span the gulf, and bear us over. The 
providence of God. must build. the bridge, 
and lead us across, or we shall never make 
the passage in that manner. And if no 
heaven-built structure span the abyss, then 
the divine Providence appoints us a descent 
into the depths, and we glide down into the 
desolation and gloom. Yet even there we 
are not alone, nor unfriended. . 

Argument.—1. God knows whither we 
have gone. It is too common for people in 
times of wretchedness and despair to forget 
God; to cease thinking of Him as with 
them, and knowing all their paths. They 
seem hidden away from the divine notice. 
They imagine themselves forgotten, if not 
forsaken. They distrust the goodness of 
God. They are blind to the wisdom of } 
God. They are immured away from all 
tokens of the divine beauty and love. Gro- 
ping blindly along some wearisome passage 


know not how they shall endure an hour 
longer. While some are stolid and un- 
lovely, and others are fretful, melancholy, 
and without trust, and others still are hard, 
rebellious, and defiant; there are a few at 
least who believe God is with them then 
more truly and largely than ever before, 
knows their paths, and guides them as rap- 
idly as possible toward the place of easy 
ascent, and gracious deliverance. 

2. We are sometimes strangely over- 
whelmed. . We are fearfully and wonder- 
fully made. The reaction of body, mind, 
and heart upon one another is a very great 
mystery to us still. Something of it we 
know ; much of it we can not know; and 
probably we shall have to unlearn not a lit- 
tle that is now esteemed wisdom in this re- 
lation. We find those dispirited and un- 
happy who seemed to us once bright and 
blessed ; though no observed changes have 
passed upon them. We find those surpris- 
ingly overwhelmed, whom we knew to be 
in the possession of every imaginable con- 
dition of happiness. A little change of the 
hervyous system, a disturbance of some 
bodily function, or even a trivial misfortune, 
suffices very often (so far as we can judge) | 
to make people discouraged, ~ despondent, 
and overwhelmed with trouble. 

3. We are sometimes viciously over- 
whelmed. That is to say, we are over- 
thrown and brought into desolation, by our 
sins.. Our viciousness works sometimes 
negatively, through incaution, careless- 
ness and criminal neglect; and sometimes 
through overt action and plain deeds of mis- 
chief. Under physiological neglects and 
crimes our health breaks down, and we are 
plunged into the depths. In consequencé 
of intellectual oversights and misdeeds the 
mind is hurt, its balance destroyed, and the 
nature unstrung. And in the wake of yvio- 
lations uf conscience, and sins against the 


moral nature, come oppressions, pains, and | 


ravages to overwhelm and devourus. Yet 
in all this sinking of our spirits we are not 
left alone. God knows our paths, and seeks 
our deliverance. 
Remarks.—1. So to be overwhelmed as 
to lose all confidence in things and men, 
and gain all confidence in God, is to have 
the form, without the bitterness, of calamity. 
2. If there may be a sad and terrible 
overwhe)ming of men here and now, what

The great hindrance we believe to be the 
opposition and the demoralizing influence of 
unprincipled white men who are permitted 
to corrupt, and plunder, and shoot them at. 
their will. We are persuaded that nothing 
can effectually be done for their spiritual 
good, till they are removed beyond the reach 
of such influences. ~ 

Your Committee would therefore recom- 
mend that the efforts of Christian men be 
first directed toward securing for the In- 
dians such protection on the part of the 
Government as shall effectually secure them 
against these contaminating influences, be- 
lieving that, if this can be done, there is 
hope that they may yet be elevated to the 
rank of a civilized and Christian people.

Synod of the Pucific (Old School Presby- 
terian.) 


[Continued from last week. ] 


Memorial on the Union of the two Gen- 
eral Assemblies. 


Waereas, by the good providence of 
God, the causes which produced the dis- 
ruption of the Presbyterian Church in this 
country, seem in a great measure to be re- 
moved, and in the taking away of the occa- 
sions of controversy, the Great Head of the 
Church seems to invite “his people to the 
duty of considering whether the unity of 
this body may not be restored, and as the 
Synod perceive many reasons why this un- 
ion is eminently to be desired, since in the 
separation of these two bodies, the prayer 
e the Lord Jesus Christ, that His disciples 

ay be one, is hindered in its accomplish- 
ment, that occasion is given to the world to 
reflect on our Christian charity, and that by 
two distinct agencies for the prosecution of 
one missionary work, and kindred opera- 
tions, for the establishment of the kingdom 
of Christ on earth, our ministerial nid 6 
is not economically employed, nor its funds 
in the hands of our churches concentrated ; 
and whereas, on the other hand, by a union 
of effort, greater efficiency would be given 
to the support of the gospel in many fields ; 
many agencies, which lie in the line of the 
progress of the Church, such as institutions 
of learning, theological seminaries and re- 
ligious newspapers might be established, 
or where they are already established, their 
prosperity, efficiency and influence be 
greatly increased by the combined effort of 
the two denominations; and in short all 
the evils which we realize from division, be 
removed, and all the benefits which we an- 
ticipate from re-union, be secured; and be-. 
cause we feel that in our particular rela- 
tions with the sister Synod of Alta Califor- 
nia, occupying the same bounds with us, 
there exists that Christian affection and 
identity of purpose which would render 
unity desirable,— | 

This Synod do pray the General Assem- 
bly at the next session, to give their earnest, 
prayerful, and anxious consideration to this 
subject; that, guided by the wisdom of the 
Head of the Church in the communications 
of the Holy Spirit, they may be Jed to de- 
vise that order by which Christ’s members 
on earth, who are so nearly related to each 
other, and who are called by the same 
name, shall be brought together, the middle 
wall of partition which now divides them, 
being broken down, and may adopt at once 
that real and practical union for which a 
unity of faith, and heart, and labor seems 
already to have prepared them. 


Minute on the State of the Country, of- 
fered by the Rev. A. Williams: 


The Synod of the Pacific, again convened 
for the transaction of the business connected 
with their sphere of labor and responsibil- 
ity, would not forego the opportunity af- 
forded them, to re-affirm their former action 
on special and important questions relating 
to the state of the country, and also to pub- 
licly renew the expression of their devout 
thankfulness to Almighty God, the Ruler 
of nations, for unnumbered favors. of His 
good providence, past and present, towards 
our beloved country; which, although 
still unhappily involved in the wide-spread 
flame and evils of war, has been graciously 
and wonderfully sustained and furthered in 
the measures of its government for the sup- 
pression of rebellion, and the restoration of 
the integrity, peace, and union of the nation; 
and, recognizing our continual and absolute 
dependence upon the merciful support of 
Jehovah, our Refuge and Strength, in all 
present apd future emergencies, they do

brethren, yet all are hopeful for the future. 
Some churches have received ‘constant ac~ 
cessions to their membership, greatly to the 
encouragement of those who labor in them.

Congregations generally are becoming 
more interested in the preached gospel, and 
listen to it with more atténtion than for- 
merly.. Some are found who cannot “en- 
dure sound doctrine;” but this has not hin- 
dered the ambassador from declaring the 
whole counsel of God.

It-hgs*become the prayer and hope of 
many that this may be the precursor of a 
precious revival upon this coast. 

The missionary work among the Chinese 
is in & prosperous condition. Many of the 
people manifest great interest in the cause 
after leaving for the interior, and seek anx- 
iously for more light upon the subject here 
urged upon them. 

At the same time heathenism is gaining 
a stronger foothold in our midst, and the 
church is earnestly called upon to Jabor and 
pray for those who are even here sitting in 
darkness and the shadow of death. 

Sabbath Schools are well attended 
throughout our bounds, It is with pleasure 
we hear that our Catechism is taught faith- 
fully in many of them. : 

ne devoted brother is spending his life 
following up the fluctuating dwellers upon 
our borders, teaching the children, preach- 
ing the gospel in the open air, or wherever 
opportunity offers, and gathering the lambs 
into the fold of. Christ. 

New fields of labor are opening up, in- 
viting us to plant, water and reap. Though 
sacrifices and trials await many of us, we 
are to go forth boldly and possess the good 
land, and assuredly God will biess us more 
abundantly in the future than he has done 
in the past. It shall be unto us according 
to our faith and efforts.

A want, long and deeply felt in this State 
is thus supplied. Parents need no longer 
leave their daughters at the East in order 
to secure for them a finished education, or 
feel compelled to send them to Roman Cath- 
olic Institutions here. 

Other Institutions in the State are doing 
good service, and all together give bright 
promise of a sufficient means of Home Ed- 
ucation for all our youth. 

‘The Committee on Education, would re- 
spectfully report thas they find much in the 
way of encouragement in what is done for 
Education”in our midst. Our Common 
Schools, under the energetic supervision of 
the State Superintendent, Mr. Swett, are 
improving in attendance and in the stand- 
ard of scholarship. The public schools in 
this city are equal to the best schools in the 
large citiesof the East. We urge the min- 
isters of thé State to give to our public 
schools-their heartiest interest and suppor'. 
We are glad to report advance also in the 
College of California, which has shared 50 
largely in our sympathy and prayers. ‘Tbe 
College School, under the charge of a mem- 
‘ber of our body, Rev. Mr. Brayton, is now 
largely attended, numbering over one hun- 
dred students, and as fine a class of young 
men as ean be found in any similar institu- 
tion in the land.

* COAL OIL FOR INSECTS. 


A suggestion having ing been made that “coal 
oil” was proving-a d remedy for nearly 
all noxious insects,Mr. Wells was called upon 
to state.his experience in the use of petro- 
leum. 

Mr. Wells, in reply, said that he had 
confined his experiments with coal.oil to the 
use of it on plum trees, to destroy or drive 
away the curculio, and also to the use of it 
around .cabbage plants. He mixed thor- 
oughly a half pint of coal oil with double 
that quantity of soft soap, and afterwards 
added four or five gallons of water. With 
this he syringed his plum trees once a day 


at the beginning of the curculio season, and | The 


afterwards twice a week—by which means 
he succeeded in saving his plums. He was 
not certain, however, but that he would ar- 
rive at the same result if he syringed his 
trees with simple water, as he was some- 
times inclined to think that it was the peri- 
odica] disturbances that drove away the 
curculios. In protecting his cabbages from 
insect depredators he took fine chips and 
dust from the planing mill, and after satu- 
rating these slightly with coal oil, he strewed 
a handful around each cabbage plant. This 
plan had proven remarkably successful, as 
he had saved ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred plants treated in this manner, while 
plants not thus treated suffered severely 
from insect depredators. 

Mr. Brown feared that if coal oil was 
resorted to generally by*the public, it would 
be apt to kill plants as well as insects, the 
same as had often happened when spirits of 
turpentine and other nauseous articles had 
been used.— aston Hort. Soc. Proceedings. 


THE ART OF RAISING TURKEYS. 


First, place the barrels horizontally, for 
the turkeys to lay in, and train them to 
their nests by feeding them there. .Take 
care of the eggs until setting time; then 
set each turkey on from 17 to 21 eggs.— 
‘Second, keep them quiet, and as gentle as 
possible. Never allow any one to frighten 
them, or other fowls about the premises. 
The turkeys will hatch every egg they are 
s.t on, if well managed and set in tight 
barrels, or nearly tight—such as lime casks, 
flour barrels, &c. ‘The barrel serves as a 
good house and covering, not only in laying 
time, but especially during the time of set- 
ting.— Always set the front, or mouth of 
the barrel to the sun. This will make the 
turkeys and the inside comparatively w 
in the open yard, or garden. If the turkey 
leayes ber nest before the last chicks. are 
out, place the unhatched eggs immediately 
in front of the house in the sun, or if at an 
unfavorable time enclose them in flannel 
cloth and place them near the fire or in a} 
hot house, and thus finish the hatching, and 
return the young ones, to the mother. 
Twenty-nine days, 12 hours, 43 minutes, | c 
and about 52 seconds is the turke’ys natural 
time to sit.— When the hatching is over, the 
turkeys should have daily attention, and be 
kept as dry as possible until well grown.

PURE WATER ER FOR STOCK. 


A good draught of we good water is, prob- 
ably, as refreshing to beasts as it is to neds thet 
ple. But in the month of August, nearly 
_ all domestic animals suffer for want of good 
water. Sheep will thrive far better if they 
have access to pure water. Teams can en- 
dure the heat far better if they can have 
plenty of pure water; and if milk eows 
must drink stagnant water wherever they 
ean find it, how is it possible for them to 
give their usual flow of good milk? It is 
impracticable for them to do this. , 

Seme people allow water stand in 
troughs, day after day, many times, and 
compel their animals to drink it all up. 
Did such people ever drink water from an 
old dirty slop pail, after it had been allowed 
to stand in the sunshine for two or three 
days? Let them try the experiment of 
drinking such water, and wait for the re- 
sult ; and then they will be prepared to ex- 
press a correct opinion, whether or not 
such water is as good for stock, in the sul- 
try days of August, as pure cold water 
would be. 

Water troughs and water tanks should 
be cleaned frequently, during the hot days 
of August, and fresh water pumped into 
them several times during the day.
